A meeting of Oatjioite and Protectant 
yesterday afternoon 
Bt. Patrick’s Catbe- 
dlscues the Catholic 
temperance bill now before the Legisla¬ 
ture. Tbo main features of the bill are 
thus outlined by Vicar General John A. 
Sheppard 

•• Our bill has been framed with a view 
of being just to sll. Clergymen of every 
denomination, citizens Irrespective of 
paitlee, blew ere and liquor dealers alike, 
admit than there are many abuses its the 
business U at present conducted. The 
only difficulty to'contend with Is how to 
better conditions. We have aaked for 
$600 a year license fee as a minimum 
because we find In larger cities of New 
lersey we have piore saloons per capita 
;ban In any part of the Union, which we 
pay the lowest license for. Jersey City, 
Newark spd Trenton have a eeloon to 
about every 2d0 population. That ta 
one to every forty or fifty voters. Ho¬ 
boken has one saloon to every thirl y-fllve 
or forty pisraons. 

•‘By rslslng the license we hope to 
diminish lire numblr of saloons, and so 
cut out i>otne of the low resorts. We 
have asked that both the property own¬ 
ers and the lndltldnala, carrying on 
business l»e licensed, so that the land¬ 
lord may be Interested in the chsracter 
of the tenant who keeps the saloon or 
suffer the ooresequences of not aselng 
his property lloensed for s year. 

•• There la no man who does pot wish 
to see minors refrain from the drink; 
habit and stop lounging around the 
corner wipe shop; hence oar assertion 
oonoornln {those not of age, so that the 
youth of the State may be guarded and 
become fliuod citizens. 

••lha ipreateat of our abuses la the 
side door and back rooms of the aaloooe. 
They hevii become In maojr plaoea verit¬ 
able feeders of the immoralities that 
call for houses df refuge. No one can 
tell bow many a decent men’s child baa 
gone down the road to ruin from thle 
cause alone.

CAPT. HOBSON’S LKOTUHE. 
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Thq Well Known naval Offleer a 
* Passion ate Pleader lor Peace— 
Asaeriea’s Deatiay Is to Proaerve 
the Peace of the World— Re eolation* 
Adopted by tbe Audience. 
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The American nation wae con oer ned 
In pedes. America's mission among the 
natlone is a mission of peace. In ful¬ 
filling its destiny of preserving tbe 
peace of the world Amerioa must have 
tbs largest and most powerful navy In 
the world. Tbe above it a practical 
summary of the philosophy of peace as 
** preached ” r by Captain Blcbmond 
Pearson Hobson In the First Presbyter¬ 
ian Church Monday night. 

Captain Hobson traversed a wide sea 
of thought, and stopped at many p&rta— 
religion, eoolology and politics, all came 
In for a liberal share of attention. Pro¬ 
tective tariff, trusts, railroad rates and 
labor problems and political corruption 
were touched upon with mors or lees 
forqM$snese. 

. Tb£>££ who went out Monday night 
anticipating s good rousing oheer over 
the fighting exploits of the Amertoan 
navy came awc.y subdued with a rever¬ 
ential awe for the great auxiliary to 
foreign missionary enterprise, for such 
the speaker portrayed the nayy to be. 
Once when tbe captain graphically told 
of the running sea fight at Santiago, .the 
audience got a chance to enthuse, but 
tlpe oaptaln Immediately put a oopper 
op tbe pent up enthusiasm by a recital 
of tbe Commander Phlllpe's Incident on 
the Texas and Navy as s religious In¬ 
stitution was again thrust Id front, 

Oaptaln Hobson declared that the 
predominating forces In tbe soolal and 
political world to-day were foroee that 
were working for universal peace, and 
he elaborated bis proposition lo detail. 
At the does of his address be submitted 
the following resolution which met with 
unaolmous adoption by tbe audience: 

For tbe purpose of organizing tbe 
peaoe forces In America and lo the 
world, to remove the causes of war 
between civilized nations, and advance 
the cause of universal peaoe and luetioo. 

Be It resolved, by this g tberiog of 
.representative citizens of tbe town of 
Bloomfield, County ot Essex and State 
of New Jereey, 

That, general arbitration treaties 
should be negotiated by the United 
Statee with all nations; 

That, ae soon as practicable, tbs 
United States should bring about a 
general peace compact, or alliance be¬ 
tween nations, and thus form tbs 
nucleus of a peaoe union among the 

nation; 

That, tbe United States should con¬ 
tinue to urge the convening of the 
Second Hague Conference, and should 
urge tbe establishment of an Interna¬ 
tional Parliament, and the other ma¬ 
chinery necessary to preperfect an 
International organization for the ad. 
ministration of justice among tbe 
nations as justice Is now administered 
among tbe States of tbe American Uolc n, 
and ehould project into the law of 
nations the principle that war has 
oome a general matter, and can ’ :ao 
longer be regarded as a local affair, 
since all commercial nations are affected 
and therefore the question of a resort 
to war ehould no longer be sallied off¬ 
hand by two nations In passion, but 
should first pass through a proper 
council of the nations; 

That, the United Btates should trke 
a str&dfsst stand against any move to 
extend war operations Into the Empire 
of China, or any move toward the seizure 
of China by any power or combination 
of powers, since such action would 
violate our treaty rights and put In 
jeopardy our vast commercial Interests 
In that great market. Infringing oar 
right and the right of o^ber nations to 
an equal opportunity, land would en¬ 
danger the peace and Welfare of the 
world; / 

That, the Uolted States, tbe blopd 
relation of all nations, and tbe only 
nation without hereditary hatred, should 
hold Itself even ready to act as arbiter 
In the disputes of toe world, and play 
thepaitof the peacemaker among the 
natl-me. 

TbHt, In order to ^iva effset to thee** 
peace efforts and bui jd up a bulwark of 
peace in Am* lies, thh one great nation

Lackawanna Iwpisvfweat*. 

The Lackawanna BaUroad** mammoth 
equipment at Rlngsland, Bergen oounty, 
just south of Rutherford, Is approaching 
completion. It Is oompoeed of it bags 
syevcm of shops which will lneceaie. the 
railroad’s efficiency to a remiriUble 
degree, and everything will be of qp-to- 
date arrangements. The last laiga 
building to be constructed at present Is 
the locomotive shop, and It wjil require 
some months to finish. It #111 be 606 
feet long by 125 feet wide, with s ospso- 
lty of forty engines. 

The carpenter shop will be finished 
March 15, and w’li he one of the up-to- 
date department* of the great plant, 
being 130 reet long and 50 feet deep. 

In the rear will be tbe lumber abed, 145 
feet wide; the dry kiln, 93 feet long and 
50 feet wide, being located between tbe 
former and the power-house, to be 
heated by underground ptpee. 

The two-etory office building, It Is 
expected, will be oompleted to a few 
daye, ami will be oopupled by the official 
force of the plant. It will be 100 feet 
long and 60 feet wide, with an 80-foot 
wide and 190-foot long oovered platform 
at one eod, a dry kiln 50 feet by 75 feet, 
several lavatory buildings, soap bins, 
steel and Iron raake, coke end coal 
storage bins. 

The lumber shed, 272 feet by TO feet, 
will be located between the paint and 
oeacb building annex, and Is expected 
to be completed by March 15. The 
largest of the group of buildings Is the 
poach and palot shop, 660 feet long and 
170 feet wide, which has been finished, 
with an L 60 feet wide by 268 feet long 
adjoining, and about 400 meohanlce are 
now employed there. 

Tbe paint and coach shop annex Is a 
building 300 feet long and 70 feet wide, 
and will be. divided Into a Carpenter 
shop, upholstery department, varnish 
room. All tbe dividing 
walls are absolutely fireproof, and the 
openings between them fitted with Iron 
poors. 

Tbe paint and oil storage building is 
£C8 feet long and 40 feet wide, and Is 
Delbg divided into separate departments 
ior cushion cleaning, palrAlng, buffing 
and embossing and stookf room. All 
the oils will be stored In tbe basement, 

40 feet by 80 feet tong. £ 

Tbe power-house will loontaln six 
1,400 horse power boilers, set separately 
by themselves, three In a row on both 
sides of the boiler room, 62 feet by 80 
feet within the house. This department 
will furnish all the power, best and 
light for the entire plant. A brick 
chimney, 150 feet high and 11 feet at 
the bAse, Is altaoifbd to tbe building. 

A modern hbating and ventilating]' 
apparatus has been Installed. Indirect 
radiation will be used to heat tbe 
palot shop, while the ventilating system 
will aid In tbe work that will change 
tbe air at least six times an hour. The 
overhead fan system of hot air will be 
used for beating tbe ooach and truck 
shops. The mill building and locomo¬ 
tive shop will be heated by direct 
radiation. 

All tbe works are expected to be in 
full operation by April l, with the ex¬ 
ception of the locomotive shops. At 
present there are 450 mechanics and 
350 laborers at work In and about tbe 
shops, aDd when the whole plant Is 
fully oompleted It Is stated that employ¬ 
ment will be given to 2,500 men.

Former Assemblyman Hampden L. 
Johnston©, assessor of taxss Is bomngh 
of Glen Bldgs, was before the But* 
Board of Equalisation of Taxes at South 
Orange on Monday, and was questioned 
In regard to the method of assessment 
lo the borough. H« was asked what was 
the percentage of valuation, lo reply¬ 
ing he made a long explanation. The 
valuation le sow about $2,000,000. It 
was about $1,000,000. and had been In¬ 
creased about $100,$:>0 s year. The 
general assessment In the oounty, he 
said, was sbout 50 per oent. All that 
was done In Glen Bldgs was to have lbs 
borough pay Its proportionate abate ac- 
oordleg to the county valuation. 

«• if you had property worth, In your 
mind, $10,000, what would jou assess It 
at?” asked Major Lsoti. 

Mr. Jobostone did not answer directly. 
Mr. Block Insisted that he should. He 
admitted, finally, that be might assess 
for $5 ; 000, $6,000 or $7,000, though the 
general rate was about 50 per esht.
